“ Students of Persian, and indeed any reader to whom the English versions of 
Omar Khayyam have given a taste for the mysticism of the East, will welcome this book 
and read it with a lively curiosity. It gives in their original Persian, and in a dialect 
thereof which seems, from the remarks of its learned editor, to offer peculiarly interesting 
idiosyncrasies to the consideration of Oriental philologists, sixty-two quatrains of Baba 
Tahir, a poet about whom next to nothing is known, but who appears to have flourished 
in the age immediately preceding that of Omar. From the introduction to the book, one 
gathers that in Persia at this day the quatrains are sung to the three-stringed lute by 
people who never think of asking who wrote them. But Baba (if it be not incorrect to 
speak of him thus curtly, as if he were familiar to us, or a relation of Ali’s) must have 
been a peculiar bard. He seems to have been a man like the lama in Kipling’s Kim, and 
is variously described as a holy man, a mad lover (in the spiritual sense), and a crazy 
saint. His date was about 410 A.H., which would set him in our eleventh century. All 
that is known of him seems to be one yarn, not too credible on the face of it, unearthed 
by Mr. E. G. Browne from some manuscript in Paris, to this effect. When the Sultan, 
Tughril Beg the Selyook, visited Hamadan, he made a point of seeing Baba; and Baba 
gave him good advice, his blessing, and a fragment in the form of a ring, broken off from 
the pot which he used when performing his ablutions. This the Sultan prized as a 
memento of the holy man, wearing it on his finger in battle. The people always call him 
Baba the naked, and he was probably a calender who went about the streets of Hamadan 
without any clothes on. His quatrains are now given in Persian, in English prose, and 
in a poetic version by Mrs. E. C. Brenton, which we may quote to show their quality. 
Here is a fair hit (for a holy man) at inconstancy in affection:— 

The Mountain Tulip lasts but seven days, 

The River Violet lives but seven days, 

And I will cry the news from town to town, 

That Rosy Cheeks keep faith but seven days. 

And the following lines show that he had some sense, for a madman :— 

Beset with Thorns and Thistles is fchv road, 

Yet up to Heaven’s Gate such seed is sowed. 

If thou cans’t leave thy flesh upon these thorns, 

Leave it, and travel with a lighter load. 

These verses may suffice to indicate that, to those interested in Persian poetry and 
mysticism, Naked Baba promises much ; and it is certain that learning could do no more 
to clothe him appropriately for English readers than has been done in this admirable 
book.”— Scotsman , January 30th, 1902.

It is a genuine piece of Russian history of arms, and is uninfluenced by the per¬ 
sonal predilection which attaches to some private collections brought together with 
great enthusiasm and a sentimentality for the romantic, with more or less knowledge 
of the question at issue.
